“ I have played a worse game,” 
said old Jerry us we coucluded a pleas­ 
ant hand at Euchre, “but it was a 
good many years ago; and,” he added, 
“the game was for a big stake. It was 
a human life that I played away with 
five cards like those in your hand. 
“Like to hear about it? Well, it 
isn’t much of a story but maybe it 
would amuse you. 
“You see I was on a jury up in Tu­ 
olumne county sometime in the Sum­ 
mer of ’50 or ’51. We had no great 
show of law iu those days, but when 
tnere was something of the kind to set­ 
tle, we summoned up an amateur court 
as it were, and Judge Lynch presided. 
You have heard of the Judge? He did 
u good deal of service at that time and 
many's the man I have seen on 
his sentence say a prayer or two aud 
jump into eternity from the end of a 
lu mp rope. It was a short shrift with 
most of the fellows that Judge Lynch 
had business with. 
“Well, I was telling you that I sat 
on a jury. It was to try a Dutchman 
named Blum for stealing something 
over a hundred ounces of dust from a 
couple of miners. Blum was cooking 
for the miners and he was a kind of 
half-witted fellow that nobody had 
ever thought any harm of before. The 
boys planted the dust iu the cabin for 
safekeeping and one day it was dis­ 
covered that Blum had stole it—at 
¡east, nobody saw him take it, but the 
case was figured down tolerably close 
and most of us reckoned that Blum 
would not get out of it without a crick 
iu his neck. 
“There was a fellow in camp that we 
called ‘Bike.’ He was from Missouri. 
He said his name was Johnson, but it 
wasn’t; it was Lucas or some such 
thing and he had run away trom a 
wife and three or four red-headed chil­ 
dren in tiie States. 
“Well, Pike was foremost in accus­ 
ing the Dutchman and he swore that 
Blum had come into lus saloon and 
asked him to drink and had paid for 
the liquor and an old score be­ 
sides with some dust which might be 
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half an ounce, or a little more. He 
saw Blum take the dust out of a sack 
tbat was too big for a Dutch cook to 
have. Besides this, Pike had seen a 
light in the cabin one night late and 
had noticed that Blum came out and 
sneaked up a gulch behind the drift. 
Wiiat he did up there Pike didn't 
know. 
But in spite of all this proof that 
was dead against him, the Dutchman 
held up his hand before God and swore 
that lie did not know a thing about 
the business; that he never stole any 
dust, and never settled any score at 
Pike’s’ saloon which I more than half 
believed, especially about tlie score. 
I couldn’t help thinking that Pike 
wasa’most too handy iu giving evi­ 
dence. I had an idea, too, that a man 
who would run away from a wife and 
house full of babies in the States 
wasn’t any too good to lie about a 
little thing like this. 
“ When, we, the jury, went out to 
calculate on the law and evideaee, I 
told them what I thought about 
it and I was not alone in my opinion. 
Two or three others had made up their 
minds just as I had that the Dutch­ 
man was innocent, and a couple more 
who hadn’t really decided the question 
with themselves came around when 
we put it to them in our way. But 
some of the jurymen wouldn’t listen 
to me at all when we argued it over. 
They were just morally convinced that 
the Dutchman stole the dust and they 
were just morally bound to fiud him 
guilty. So when we took a vote on 
tlie question it was a lie—six for tüe 
Dutchman and six against him. 
‘We talked and argued on the poi»R 
till we were all about worn out, 
but neither six would give in. It 
was not the most comfortable place 
you ever saw either,—that jury room. 
It was a sort of attic with a low ceil­ 
ing, or uo ceiling at all, for tlie roof 
was close over our heads, and the sun 
broiled through mighty close and hot I 
t e l l you, and the worst of it was that 
the Court wouldn’t allow us anything 
o keep our courage up aud tight it 
out.“ We tried to persuade our Sheriff 
(you see we did things up in regular 
lorm, if it was Judge Lynch’» Court) 
hal we needed a little sonuihing to 
help us on, but It was no go. 
Then 
we lowered a bottle out of t he window 
with a string, but the unfeeling cus­ 
ses on the outside wouldn’t do any­ 
thing for us either. Our Judge got an 
ilea of our doings and sent word by 
the Sheriff that if we didn’t get to 
business and make out a verdict he’d 
keep us locked up till every mother’s 
son was starved to death. 
When we had been out about six 
hours, and no prospect of agreeing, 
witli every throat in the crowd 
parched dry, aud altogether the most 
unhappy Jury in California, one of 
the Jurors of the opposite faction pro­ 
posed a compromise. 
It was that 
four of us—two from each party— 
hould play a game of Euchre to settle 
the verdict. It was to be best three in 
five, aud the winners should make it 
guilty or not guilty as they pleased, 
and all the rest must agree to it. 
It 
was a somewhat irregular way of set­ 
tling a point of law and evideuee, per­ 
haps, but we were mighty desperate, 
and so we agreed to it. 
A big stout 
fellow by the name of ‘Frenchy’ aud 
myself were chosen to play for our 
side, as we were considered about the 
best of the lot in the game. We 
played against a couple of as good 
hands at cards as were to be found in 
n the camp, but weie dead sure our­ 
selves that we would win forall that. 
1 won’t be tedious in telling how 
the game wss played, but at the end 
of the fourth one I know we stood 
two and—an even thing. 
I took the 
deal myself. I happened to hold four 
trumps, and I took it up and played it 
alone. 
I would have bet my bottom 
dollar on the Dutchman’s acquittal 
that minute. I never could account 
for it exactly, but, somehow, those fel­ 
lows went in and etichered me on my 
lone hand. 
I didn’t breathe for two 
minutes anda half. I never saw such 
a contrary piece of luck in my life. 
“Then we went into Court and gave 
a unanimous verdict of guilty against 
tho Dutchman. 
“The camp for the most part was 
satisfied with our decision and we had 
about made ourselves believe it was 
right after all. 
But somehow I felt

When we had got out to tbe 
fresh air and had settled a couple of 
drinks into us, we felt cooler and more 
like reason. 
I told my partner, 
‘Frenchy,’ that I didn’t like the way 
the thing turned. 
He said no more 
did he. I said furthermore that it was 
agosh-almighty, gol-darned shame to 
hang a man on the turn of the cards, 
and what was more, I didn’t think 
the last hand was square. No more 
did Frenchy think so. Then we set 
to talking the thing over in dead ear­ 
nest, and we settled it that the Dutch­ 
man oughtn’t to be hung and that be 
shouldn’t be if we could help it. 
Frenchy worked himself up somewhat 
talking about itand he said, ‘See here, 
pardner, if you’ll engage to get tbat 
guard away from the corral for ten 
minutes to-nigbt I’ll get tbe Dutch­ 
man out.’ 
“There was no such thing as a jail 
with us then, and the Dutchman was 
kept iu a kind of stockade, or corral, 
with a guard stationed outside to 
watch things. So we settled it that 
Frenchy should do the heavy business 
and I the skirmishing. We got two 
or three other jurors of our side 
into tlie game. Among us we made 
up a purse to help the Dutchman off 
when once out of quod, and one of the 
boys gave a mule for him to ride. Ev­ 
erything settled fairly in our plaus, 
and about dusk we set out for busi­ 
ness. 
“While Frenchy sneaked up behind 
the stockade, with a fellow along to 
lend him a hand, Tim Sullivan and I, 
(Tim was in with us),we walked up to 
the guard kind of careless like and got 
iuto a conversation with him. By 
aud by I proposed that we all go over 
to the saloon and have something. 
Tlie guard said he’d like to well 
enough,hut he couldn’t leave his beat. 
Then Tim he spoke up aud said if it 
would he any accommodation he’d 
stand guard for the fellow,as he didn’t 
care much about driuking anyhow. 
So the guard told Tim he’d be much 
obliged if he would for about a minute 
or so. He cautioned Tim to walk 
around the stockade and have his 
weather eye about him, for something 
might happen. Tim said he would do 
all that and then we went over to the 
gin shop. We was only going to be 
gone a minute by the watch, you see, 
but tbat minute was a rayther long 
one. When we had fooled around for 
half an hour or so the guard said he’d 
go back, but he looked out of the door 
and saw Tim walking around the 
stockade as quiet aud contented like 
as though he wa9 marching to a fune­ 
ral. -Things being all right we had 
another glass or two and another half 
hour passed by. Then Tim thought 
he was getting too much of a good 
thing, I guess, and he commenced to 
whistle and thump on the logs as if he 
wanted to be let out of the job. 
“Our party broke up and the guard 
resumed his walk around the stockade, 
keeping a close watch all night over his 
prisoner. In the morning when the 
(Sheriff went to take iu breakfast to the 
Dutchman, it appears the Dutchman 
wasn’t at home. He had got out and 
gone somehow. None of us seemed to 
know much about it but somebody had 
an idea that he was a good many 
miles away, straddling a mule and 
traveling ‘in cog’ so to speak. 
“There was another man missing 
from the camp. ‘Pike,’ the gentle­ 
man from Missouri, had gently slid 
out during the night. The next day, 
a party which went after Mr. Pike 
brought him back. They brought back 
likewise several bags of dust that 
weighed nieh onto a hundred ounces.

A Delusion Exposed by the Microscope.

Let us instance 
rendered our comun 
tbe microscope. 
How often, like some spectacular 
scenes in a drama, do we find in 
the pages of the Old-World history 
passages of deep pathos and fierce 
passion, and both alas! occurring as 
the offspring of religious superstition. 
Bo there were miraculous apparitions 
of blood, one while in rain from the 
heavens, and again in spots in the 
dwellings of God and of men. Of course 
these were portents of most dire signi­ 
ficance. The recital is too long, for 
even in Christian chronicles it covers 
a thousand years. In 1262, shocking 
to tell, while ministering at the altar 
of his church at Bolsena, a Bohemian 
priest was seized with the terrible 
temptation to doubt the trausubstane 
of the wafer which he had just conse­ 
crated. Horrified at his own guilt 
the celebrant of the mass beheld drops 
or blood oozing from the sauctified 
Host. All were awe-stricken at the 
miracle, and tne Church instituted in 
commemoration the feast of Corpus 
Christi. Such 
the pious legend. 
In the fourteenth century, when 
Heinrich von Bulow had destroyed the 
village and church of Wilnach, as if 
to show that Heaven was pained at 
the sacrilege, eight days afterward the 
Host on the alter wa9 observed to be 
stained with drops of blood! 
Near the close of that fourteenth 
century appeared Raphael, a wonder­ 
ful man, with a genius sublime, with 
passions groveling, and withal a relig­ 
iousness that made him feel and pass 
for devout. In the new celebrated 
stanze of Raphael in the Vatican is 
that miracle of this painter’s genius 
“Miracoiodi Bolsena.” Its exhibition 
at each feast of Corpus Christi inten­ 
sified the Church’s conception of the 
so-called miracle which confirmed the 
faith of the Bohemian priest. Unhap­ 
pily the bloody portent returned; the 
Host was again spotted with gore. 
The zeal of the ecclesiastics became 
insane, for, horrible to relate, thirty- 
eigh innocent Jews were burned at 
the stake. For what? Forcrucifying 
the Lord afresh, for torturing the Host 
until it bled! 
In 1824 the “blue Moselle” was hor­ 
rified with arain of supernatural blood; 
and again in 1848 this unnatural gore 
fell from heaven. And now Ehren- 
b e r g takes the matter in hand for so­ 
ber investigation, and the microscope 
alone is to determine for the supersti­ 
tions of men. This great man dissipa­ 
ted the miracle entirely by exciting 
wonder In another direction, for he 
announced that these bloody rain­ 
drops were composed of real living or­ 
ganism, but so minute was each in­ 
dividual that it would take over forty 
billions of them to make one cubic 
inch.

THE LEMON TREE PEST. 
We were shown yesterday by Mr. 
L e s l ie F. G a y the underground 
trunk of a small China lemon tree, 
which bore on its surface abundant 
proof of the cause of decay, recently 
manifested by many lemon trees in 
this vicinity. With the naked eye 
the devastating insect could be plainly 
seen, and by the aid of a powerful 
glass, both the grub and its work were 
visible in a number of places on the 
root. 
There appears to be two kinds 
of insect, or one in two different stag­ 
es of existence. Both are transparent, 
but one is beetle shaped, while the 
other is a long thin worm, much re­ 
sembling in appearance a very small 
angle worm. The beetle eats its way 
into the bark, while the worm per­ 
forms its work by boring, gimblet 
fashion, directly into the tree. In do­ 
ing this it wriggles its body back and 
forth, thereby indicating that it cuts 
its way with a leverage obtained 
frem the weight of its body. 
On the 
root shown us, the bark for about the 
space of six inches had been entirely 
removed by the insects, leaving the 
wood bare and dry. 
This enemy to 
the lemon, lime, and in some instan­ 
ces, the orange, is doing much dam­ 
age, and means for its destruction 
must be devised. Mr. G a y is giving 
the subject his undivided attention, 
and we trust be will soon be able to 
announce the discovery of a cheap and 
effective method for the removal of 
an enemy which now threatens the 
destruction of many of our semi-trop­ 
ical fruit trees. 


THE SITUATION. 


Edmund Doak, agent of the popular 
Singer sewing machine in our city, 
yesterday returned from a short busi- 
trip to San Francisco. 


It becomes all good citizens, as we 
are upon the eve of both a Centennial 
celebration and a Presidential elec­ 
tion, to calmly consider the situation, 
both in regard to the future and the 
epoch in our country’s career that we 
propose to celebrate. A century has 
accomplished much for us—what the 
second hundred years will unfold is 
known only to the Omniscient. We 
are nomiually at peace; internal dis­ 
sensions are virtually ended, a sort of 
prosperity prevails, and there appears 
to be a general spirit of congratulation 
upon the condition of national affairs. 
It is not time now, as we are turning 
the centennial corner, to expatiate 
upon what we have already accom­ 
plished, but it seems eminently prop­ 
er that we should pause upon the 
threshold of the second century and 
contemplate the possibilities of the 
future. In many matters we have as 
a nation advanced; have we pro­ 
gressed in an equal degree in other 
matters of national moment? Have 
we as yet solved the problem of Re­ 
publicanism—or,more properly speak­ 
ing, of Democracy? As a nation we 
have passed through an experience 
that no other people ever endured,and 
have come out from the ordeal nomi­ 
nally harmonious and united. The 
career through which we have passed 
has developed certain facts in political 
economy that are, after all, positive 
paradoxes. Such is the result of the 
Democratic experiment. Incongrui­ 
ties come at all times in rapid and ill- 
timed contact, and the adjustment of 
these jarring coincidences taxes the 
intellect of the ablest for a perfect so­ 
lution and reconciliation. The pres­ 
ent epoch places us as a people in a 
peculiar position, and upon the result 
of the popular action during the com­ 
ing few mouths in a great measure 
depends the future of our country. 
Civil strife has ended in fact, and con­ 
fessedly harmony exists throughout 
the land; and yet we are forced to 
ask the question whether we are 
to-day as stable in our situation as 
we were twenty years ago as a nation. 
The very experiences we have passed 
through have necessarily developed 
peculiar characteristics among our 
people, have engendered certain fea­ 
tures in our community that demon­ 
strate a state of affairs in our body 
politic that most assuredly require a 
corrective. By whom shall the reme­ 
dy be applied? From one end of the 
country to the other the people have 
already spoken. The rottenness and 
corruption of the last ten years have 
become so palpable in official circles, 
and have been traced so near to the 
head of our Government, which like 
Csesar’s wife, should be beyond suspi­ 
cion, that in this our Centennial 
year we are called upon with impera­ 
tive demand to pause and take a calm 
view of the situation. The opportuni­ 
ties offered for corruption, and the in­ 
ducements for fraud during the exist­ 
ence of the present regime have been 
such that it would be difficult for hu­ 
man nature in its purest state to resist 
the temptation. That gross crimes, 
and monstrous malfeasance exist 
there can be no doubt, for every hour 
is filled with positive proof of the cor­ 
ruption of our time. Certain it is that 
a remedy must be applied, and to th# 
Conservative element of our commu­ 
nity we must look for relief; and in 
view of this.fact it behooves the De­ 
mocracy both of our State and nation 
to see to it that upon the eve of the 
most important Presidential election 
we have ever witnessed we should 
make no mistakes either in policy or 
action. The din of war has ceased— 
concessions have been made upon both 
sides, and the memories of the celebra­ 
tions at Concord and Lexington will 
ever be cherished with grateful regard: 
and in view of the fact that this spirit 
of harmony does exist between the 
two sections of our country that were 
once estranged, it becomes us as a 
people to demonstrate the perpetuity 
and solidity of our Government 
by taking a new departure in the 
way of correcting the errors of 
the time, and to the Democratic 
party the country looks for the reme­ 
dy. A great and honorable future 
lies before it, and it will be criminal 
if it allows the opportunity to pass. 
Prudence, honesty of purpose, and 
vigor in spirit should be our animat­ 
ing spirit, and a national success can­ 
not fail us. 
The Napoleonic maxim 
that a blunder is a crime, applies to 
the Democracy of to-day. It has been 
said that he who profits from his own 
experience is wise, but that he who 
profits from the experience of others 
is wiser, applies to the Democracy and 
Conservatives of to-day. In a few 
weeks the Democracy will meet in 
Convention to choose .delegates to a 
notional gathering for the selection oT 
Presidential candidates. 
A pro­ 
gramme for the Centennial campaign 
will then be adopted, the effect of 
which will be felt for years to come. 
Reform in the administration of na­ 
tional affairs is imperative, and to us 
the golden opportunity is offered. 
Consistency, charity and firmness 
should be our guiding spirit, and in 
the selection of our Representatives at 
the national Convention we should 
choose the best and most reliable of 
the conservative talent in the State. 
This is no time for wavering. 
Posi­ 
tive action alone will save our party 
and restore the equilibrium of our po­ 
litical system. Th# necessities of the 
time demand cir<*i;UiBpecUou on the 
part of the Democracy, and we sin­ 
cerely hope that in our primaries as 
well as in the State Convention the 
party will be governed by calm and 
sober wisdom; success is then sure. 


The Railroad Commissioners. 


Some curiosity is manifested by 
thinking men of the community as to 
the character of the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners the Governor will ap­ 
point on or before the fifteenth proxi­ 
mo. 
We apprehend that no uneasi­ 
ness need be felt on the subject by 
either the people or the railroad cor­ 
porations. It will be remembered by 
those who read Governor I r w in ’s 
message, that in that able and com­ 
prehensive document the Governor 
earnestly urged the passage of a bill 
similar to that drafted by Senator 
O ’C o n n o r, and which is now a law of 
the land. 
In recommending the en­ 
actment of such a law, Governor I r ­ 
w in was actuated bv a sincere desire 
for the adoption of a measure which 
would effectually and finally remove 
all causes at antagonism between the 
people and railroad corporations. He 
felt that such a law administered by 
men of practical minds and general 
information would bring about so per­ 
fect an understanding between the 
shipper aud carrier that no conflict 
could arise and a community of inter- 
erests be established which would re­ 
sult beneficially to all. Entertaining 
these views and having his sugges­ 
tions carried out by the Legislature to 
a point which leaves the completion 
of the work in his own hands, it is a 
reflection on his judgment and an im­ 
pugnment of his honesty to suppose 
that the Governor will mar all by the 
appointment of an incompetent Com­ 
mission. He fully understands the 
duties which will devolve upon the 
Board, and he will use the utmost 
caie in selecting Commissioners who 
will faithfully and impartially dis­ 
charge those duties. 
He will select 
neither the partizans of railroad cor­ 
porations, nor those anti-railroad fa­ 
natics who would render inoperative 
those railroads we now have and for­ 
ever prevent the buildiug of others. 
He will endeavor to, and, we believe, 
will succeed in finding a Board of 
Commissioners who understand the 
wants of the country and the necessi­ 
ties of the public; who will study the 
problem until they have found its so­ 
lution; who will neither ignore the 
people nor refuse justice to railroads; 
who will seek tocouciliate rather than 
exasperate, and become the mutual 
friend of both the people and the rail­ 
road corporations.

A Board of Commission­ 
ers familiar with the people, thecoun- 
try, its resources and its wants, and 
possessing a general knowledge of 
railroads aud their operation, will, if 
free from prejudice or preference, ac­ 
complish great good and be enabled 
to report to the next Legislature that 
a feeling of perfect harmony prevails 
throughout the State between the peo­ 
ple and the railroad companies. 
We 
are confident the Governor hopes to 
bring about such a result as this, and 
we have no fear but that he will ap­ 
point Comissioners in whose ability 
to remove all grounds for complaint, 
smooth down all asperities and estab­ 
lish a feeling of good will aud mutual 
confidence, he lias an abiding faith.

A com plaint h is been entered in 
the District Court against Temple & 
W orkm an, E. F. Spence and D. Free­ 
man, assignees, by Citarles J. Ellis, 
Tltontas R. Bard, Keru Valley Bank; 
Benjamin 
F. 
Thompson, 
Henry 
North, H iram 
Quimby, 
Jolm 
S. 
Thompson, guardiau of Mary E. Mc­ 
Clellan, et a I; J. M. Griffith, and S. J. 
Lynch, composing the firm of Griffith 
Lynch & Co., Louis Pfeiffenberger and 
C. A. Nolte, composing the firm of 
Pfeiffenberger & Co., and John Joaes 
as plaintiffs. 
The plaintiffs 
complain 
against 
the defendants and allege that on the 
12th day of January A. D., 1876 the 
said Temple & W orkm an were and 
had been for three years prior thereto 
partners doing business as bankers at 
the city of Los Angeles. 
It is then recited that the plaintiffs 
in this case have obtained judgments 
against the defendants in amounts ag­ 
gregating S81,498.38 and that each of 
the judgments in favor of the plain­ 
tiffs lias been returned wholly u n ­ 
satisfied. 
That on the 13th of January 1876 the 
said Temple & W orkm an made two 
assignments purporting to convey all 
their property to defendants, Spence 
and Freeman in trust. 
That the said Spence and Freeman 
qualified under said trust and entered 
upon its duties and have collected a 
very large sum of money and other 
property front the assets of said assign­ 
ees, am ounting in all to the value of 
over five hundred thousand dollars. 
That after the making of said as­ 
signments on the 13th day of January 
it was filed. 
That on February 2d 1876 the said 
Temple & W orkman made a pretended 
inventory of their joint and several 
property and of their lirbili ties. 
That tlie said assignments were not 
made in good faitii hut with the intent 
to delay and defraud the creditors of 
Temple & Workman. 
That it was not intended to convey 
all of their properly to said assignees, 
hut on the contrary thereof the said 
Temple & W orkman did fraudulently 
conceal large amounts of their joint 
and several properties to the value of 
two hundred thousand dollars,and did 
wholly om it the same from the said 
inventory made by them as aforesaid. 
That said Temple & W orkman did 
so conceal, among other things, a 
large sum of money in gold coin, 
amounting to fifty thousand dollars, 
which said last mentioned sum was 
received by said Temple & W orkman 
at their said banking bouse aud above 
tlie amounts paid out by them be­ 
tween the 6th of December A. D. 1875 
and the date of said assignments. 
That Temple & W orkman did so con­ 
ceal, among other things, a certain 
promisory note of one A. Brunson for 
the sum of twelve hundred and fifty 
dollars, the property of the suid Tem­ 
ple & W orkm an, and that they did 
fraudulently conceal other pro missory 
notes. 
That said Temple omitted about 
three hundred dollars owing to him at 
the time of making the assignments 
from J .se p h Mullally. 
That said Temple fraudulently con­ 
cealed about four hundred head of cat­ 
tle and one thousand head of sheep. 
That on the 13th day of January, 
1876, and after drawing said assign­ 
ments the said Temple did fraudulently 
abstract from the assets of said firm of 
Temple & W orkman $2,000 in gold 
coin and placed among the assets his 
check therefor ante-dated January 12th 
1876. 
That on the 13th day of January 1876 
and after the drawing of said assign­ 
ments *he said Temple fraudulently 
abstracted for the assets of said firm 
$2,400gold coin. 
That on the 13th day of January one 
Thomas W. Temple, a son of F. P. F. 
Temple, with the consent of the latter, 
did fraudulently abstract from the as­ 
sets of the firm $500 gold coin. 
That at the time said assignments 
were made one Adolph Portugal was 
indebted to thesavd firm in the sum of 
$6,900 gold coin,that three days after 
said assignments were made the said 
Temple, fraudulently combining with 
said Portugal, to defraud the creditors 
of said firm,did cause the said indebt­ 
edness of Portugal to be satisfied on 
the books of st id firm, and the said 
Temple then drew his check for the 
said sum of $6,900 in lieu of said Por­ 
tugal’s indebtedness to said firm, and 
ante-dated his check to Jan. 12, 1876, 
and placed the same among the assets 
of the firm aud did fraudulently omit 
and conceal the indebtedness of said 
Portugal to the firm. 
,. 
That said Temple claims as exempt 
from execution, as a homestead, cer 
tain real estate which lie lias falsely 
inventoried at $5,000 when the plain­ 
tiffs know it to be worth $25,000. 
That said Wm. W orkman claims as 
a homestead property falsely valued at 
$5,000 when it is worth $25,000. 
That none of said property so con­ 
cealed anti omitted from said invento­ 
ry us aforesaid, was ever delivered to 
said assignees. 
That neither of said assignments 
was made in good faith, in that botli 
provide for the payment of certain 
claims known to the said Temple & 
W orkman to be false,and for the pay­ 
m ent of more upon certain claims 
against said assignees than was justly 
due them. 
T hat said inventory includes a cer­ 
tain pretended debt from said Temple 
& W orkman to J. J. Melius, Treasur­ 
er of the City of Los Angeles, when 
in fact no debt was due from said 
Temple & W orkman to said Melius. 
T hat neither of said assignments 
was made in good faith in that on the 
13th day of January 1876, the said 
Temple & W orkman, well knowing 
the insolvency of said firm,of Temple 
& W orkman, and the insolvency of 
eacli of said firm and while they were 
actually engaged in making said as­ 
signment to Spence & Freeman, the 
said Temple, with the sole purpose 
and intent of preferring ene creditor 
over the others did then fraudently 
make, execute and delivei to one 
Joint D. Bicknell, a deed of convey­ 
ance to an undivided half interest in 
tour certain houses and lots on Tem­ 
ple street, of the value of $6,000. 
Wherefore the plaintiffs claim judg­ 
ment : 
I. That the said assignments and 
each of them are fraudulent and void 
as against the plaintiffs. 
II. That the said Spence and Free­ 
man account, under the direction of 
the Court, for all moneys and other 
properties received by them as afore­ 
said under said assignments or either 
of them, aud iu virtue thereof 
III. T hat the plaintiffs’ judgments 
be satisfied out of the same. 
The complaint is sworn to by Chas. 
J. Ellis, and the plaintiffs' attorneys 
are Thom dr Ross, Thompson & Elhs, 
W hitney & King. 


Yesterday one of the proprietors of 
one of the hotels of this city, while 
coming up irom Santa Monica, was 
conversing with a passenger and while 
talking with him was approached by 
tiie conductor and informed that he 
had no right to talk to passengers on 
the train.
